3. (Amended) Thk system according to claim 1, characterized in that the

^,^1^ \ transmit and/or receive signals to and from the antenna, a cone o f "self^ 
compensation" sightings to and from the earth defined by a common incidence on 


the plane of the antenna, called self-compensation incidence (the incidence of a 
direction being the angle that this direction makes with the normal to the plane of the 
antenna), the self-compensation sightings being such that the deformations of the 
antenna transverse to the general plane of the antenna and the attitude errors of the 
antenna about any axis contained within said plane are substantially without effect on 
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
